Well, what can I say .. . the 
Dark Horse Star Wars team has 
once again proven their ability to 
tell a Star Wars story with the 
same skill as the saga’s creator. 
Beginning with Dark Empire, you 
guys [and gals!] have been the 
leaders in the Star Wars revival, 
and have exerted every effort to 
keep the saga alive. 

Star Wars: Tales of the Jedi — 
The Sith War is a very welcome 
addition to an excellent series of 
Dark Horse Star Wars comics. 
Issue #1 is blessed with the 
intriguing story line and nicely 
scripted dialogue that we have 
come to expect from Kevin J. 
Anderson, and of course the 
wonderful cover art by Hugh 
Fleming. As far as Dario 
Carrasco’s pencils are concerned, 
Ihave no choice but to praise 
him as well, for he has accurately 
captured the spirit of Star Wars in 
his drawings. He seems to have 
kept in mind the roughness of 
the universe in which lightsabers 
and X-wings can coexist, and 
didn’t make everything sleek in 
the Star Trek tradition. I also have 
to note the faces: while being so 
fantastically and incredibly 
angular, the expressions are such 
that it seems the dialogue need 
not be written at all. 

With all these attributes, 
there is one aspect present in the 
story line that has become a little 
redundant. In nearly every story ° 
line, why is it that, while the Jedi 
are blessed with such enhanced 
senses (being able to sense 
danger and what not) and other 


abilities unimaginable to us, they 
seem so unbelievably gullible 
and naive. While I’m sure the 
temptations of the dark side are 
extremely difficult to resist, and 
that it is inevitable that some Jedi 
will “fall from grace,” how is it 
possible that so many able and 
intelligent young Jedi are that 
easily deceived by Exar Kun in 
issue #1? Their Masters must 
have been complete fools not to 
have warned them of the dark 
side’s two basic temptations: 
knowledge and power — both of 
which (at the time of seduction) 
they are not prepared for, have 
not earned, and will ultimately be 
driven to the brink of sanity by. 

However, to fully enjoy the 
story, we must at least 
temporarily dismiss logic and 
reason and allow this portion to 
pass without a second thought as 
to why the Jedi did not know 
better. And if after this dismissal, 
one is left with an adventure- 
some, action-packed, and logical 
story, then that story is a winner. 
The Sith War, and in fact most 
Dark Horse Star Wars comics 
(excluding the Droids series, 
which was all too reminiscent of 
the ‘80s cartoon) are winners in 
my opinion. You can expect my 
$2.50 for each of the following 
issues. Keep up the good work 
and many thanks for keeping 
Star Wars alive ...
